Dec. 2 9 - ^ —The 
eighteen-year search of a mother 
for her daughter, a search that baf­ 
fled the police of ail the civilized 
world, ended today with the death 
of Mrs. Mary Martha Parks Arnold, 
mother of Dorothy Arnold. 
The disappearance of Dorothy 
Arnold comprises as important a 
chapter in the annals of police 
mysteries as that of Charlie Ross 
in earlier years and Frances St. 
John of recent memory. 
Hundreds of disappearances are 
reported yearly to the missing per­ 
sons bureau of the police depart­ 
ment and a large percentage of 
the persons sought are found, but 
now and then there la a disappear­ 
ance which baffles tho moat torii- 
.isnt minds, a disappearance so in- 
sxplicable and without reason that 
t seems the missing one must have 
suddenly dissolved 
into the ele­ 
ments. 
No Love Affaire. 
Such a disappearance was that 
of Dorothy Arnold. 
On December 12, 1910, Dorothy 
Arno'd, 
26-year-old 
daughter 
of 
Francis Rose Arnold, wealthy Im­ 
porter of perfumes, left her luxuri­ 
ous home for a stroll through Cen­ 
tral park and down Fifth avenue. 
She had youth and beauty, social 
prestige and health; seemingly all 
the gifts of nature, and all the 
things that money could buy, a1 
that a girl could ask of life. 
There was not known mystery ic 
her life; she had had no seriout 
love affairs; there was no reason* 
for anyone to feel enmity toward 
her. 
And yet after she had stopped at 
one shop on the avenue for a box 
of candy and W another for a book. 
•ne Weaiebed ap t h s s p the city's 
pavements had opened th swallow 
her. 
Worry Kills Parents. 
Clues by the hundred were run 
down and all found worthless. The 
girl's mother and brother went to 
Italy when it was learned from 
letters that her nearest approach 
to a romance had been with George 
S. Grlscom, Jr., who sailed tor 
Florence shortly before her dis­ 
appearance. 
There were conflicting reports 
about the Interview with Grlscom. 
one being that young Arnold had 
thrashed him. 
Rut Grlscom re­ 
turned to convince all concerned 
that he knew nothing of the cace 
and himself took an active part in 
the search. 
Aa the years painted, with their 
unrelieved grief and uncertainty, 
the health of both the girl’s par­ 
ents was undermined. 
The father 
was the first to die and then the 
mother became seriously ill, an 
l'lness 
protracted 
through 
long 
month* until today.

KANSAN ACTS AT RE­ 
QUEST OF PRESI­ 
DENT, REPORT 


W ashington, Dec. 29— (A5)—Sena­ 
tor Curtis, of Kansas, will stick to 
his post until March 4 when he 
becomes the vice president. 
The senator, who is Republican 
leader of the senate, announced to­ 
day that he felt It his duty to 
stand by and ‘do everything pos­ 
sible to secure the adoption of the 
Kellogg peace treaty, to expediate 
action upon the cruiser bill and to 
press other im portant pending leg­ 
islation in which the people are 
interested.” 
The decision defers 
until 
the 
new congress assem bles the selec­ 
tion of a party leader to succeed 
Curtis, but the way seems cleared 
for the advancement of Senator 
Watson. of Indiana, to this post. 
In remaining through. Senator 
Curtis leaves to the incoming gov­ 
ernor of Kansas, Clyde Reed, a 
Republican, the selection of his 
successor In the senate. 
Because 
of his friendliness 
to 
Governor 
Paulen of Kansas, 
who 
retires 
early next month, Curtis had been 
expected by some to retire at this 
time aud let Paulen All the va­ 
cancy. 
Leader Four Years. 
While he made no mention of it 
in his prepared statement, it is 
known th at 
Senator Curtis 
had 
been urged by President Coolidge 
to serve out the present term. The

Curtis' term in the senate would 
not end until 1932, but his seat 
may be filled by appointment only 
until the next 
general 
election, 
which cornea In 1930.

Return of Miss Ruth Duvall. IR 
abducted early Friday by a negro 
convict, spurred posses tonight to 
renewed vigor in their search for 
('barley Shepherd. 41. trusty at the 
state prison farm, who Is wanted 
also for the murder of the girl’s 
lather, J, D. Duvall. 
At least 1.000 men searched a 
wide area for the negro, who forced 
the young woman at rifle point to 
leave her home in the prison farm 
with him and made her walk bare­ 
footed throughout Friday. 
Miss Duvall said today when she 
reached a convict camp about six 
miles from her home, that Shep­ 
herd late last night pointed out a 
negro cabin and told her to stay 
there or he would kill her. 
She 
remained in (lie cabin until this 
morning when, with the aid of a 
negro woman who lived nearby. 
she made her way to the camp. 
The young woman said Shepherd 
entered her room 
early 
Friday 
morning, choked her and told her 
to get up as he was going to take 
her with him. 
She partly dressed 
m d then asked permission to get 
a drink of water. 
Instead, she 
went to her father's room and. not 
finding him there, screamed. * Then 
she ran into the back yard aud 
screamed again. 
Shepherd followed 
and 
choked 
her. che said, and threatened her 
with death if she did not remain 
quiet. 
H er father, he told her, had 
gone to the "cage.” where he said 
some negroes were trying to es­ 
cape. 
They left through the front 
door and wandered through thick­ 
ets from about 2 a. rn. Friday until 
IO o’clock that night. 
Then, after 
warning her not to leave the cabin, 
the negro left and sh© did not see 
him again. 
Murdered In Home. 
It was not until this morning 
that she learned of her father's 
death. Dr. L. T. Fox. state peniten­ 
tiary' superintendent said. and this 
increased her highly nervous con­ 
dition. 
Duvall, carpenter sergeant at the 
farm, was found murdered in tho 
dining room of his home yesterday 
morning when his wife missed him 
and began a search. 
His throat 
had been slashed with a butcher 
knife, aud hiB head bore wounds 
inflicted with a ham m er and ice 
pick. 
Fox said h e believed Shepherd 
entered the Duvall home to get 
Miss Duvall and th a t ber father, 
aroused by the intruder, invegtigat- 
©d and wras slain. 
The superin­ 
tendent offered a $300 reward for 
Shepherd’s capture and Governor 
Theodore G. Bilo offered another 
*f $350. 
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"Aw. I did n ’t do nothin* m uch.” stam m ered Joe Fadcl, Jr., when he 
was sum m oned before Grover W halen, New York's widely respected 
and feared police com missioner. 
But Joe, son of a Brooklyn police­ 
man, was ju st being modest, upon receiving a box of candy as the 
com m issioner’s rew ard of valor. 
The boy had entered a store as the 
proprietor was being held up, ran out and gave the alarm , accom ­ 
panied a policeman in a perilous autom obile chase and then pointed 
out th e bandit in a crowd of pedestrians.

the green light w as on.

they ii ad crossed alm ost to the 
curb the m other suddenly saw a 
glare, and she an d her daughter 
were struck by 
a n 
automobile. 
His view across th e intersection 
obscured by a n o th e r automobile, 
the driver did n o t see the two 
women and started his car when 
the light changed to green. 
“ The conditions of traffic in our 
crow ded 
streets 
a re such th at 
travel by pedestrians is at best 
difficult 
and 
dan g ero u s.” 
says 
Justice Van Orsdel. who wrote the 
opinion of th e co u rt upholding the 
plaintiffs' claim for damages. 
“ If 
their absolute rig h t to en ter upon 
a crossing when th e signal per­ 
mits is not sustained, they would 
be almost w ithout protection. 
“ Entering under this invitation 
they cannot be charged with co n ­ 
tributory negligence if th e signal 
switches when th ey are in the 
street. 
Caught in this position, 
the obligation rests upon-the driv­ 
ers of autom obiles not only to ob­ 
serve the situation, but to walt 
until the crossing is clear. 
“ Many drivers seem to imagine 
that with th e siiift of th e signal 
they are given a clear rig h t of way 
against intersecting traffic. 
It is 
the duty of drivers to exercise the 
greatest vigilance and care under 
such circum stances, not only to 
have their m achines u n d er control 
but to stop and w ait until pedes­ 
trians have had an opportunity to 
clear the crossing. 
F ailure to ob­ 
serve these precautions constitutes 
negligence on t|i© part of the d ri­ 
ver, which in case of accident is 
chargeable against him.”

Holstein 
visit. 
The 
neighborhood

club was one of the main topics.

About 20 daughters of this bull 
have been tested in D. H. I. A.

IT HAS been emphasized In a 
previous article in this series that 
there is no one best climate 
for 
tuberculosis, and th at many fur­ 
ors enter Into the choice of the 
place to which the patient with 
this disease is to be sent, if he is 
to leave home at all. 
Certainly lie should not travel 
into a new 
community 
without 
sufficient funds to take care of 
him for at least a year, to provide 
him with good food and lodging, 
and to make sure th a t 
he 
will 
have competent medical attention. 
Menial Attitude. 
The satisfaction of the patient’s 
mind is of the utmost importance. 
A mother will not get well if sh e 
is constantly worried 
about 
the 
condition of the children that sin* 
has left at home. 
A business man will not recov­ 
er as well in a strange climate as 
at borne if be is constantly wor­ 
ried about his business. 
It is for 
this reason that many institutions 
have grown up near all 
of 
the 
large cities in our country. 
The routine 
of tr ea tm e nt 
in 
such instances ta of greater ad v an ­ 
tage than any possible advantages 
to be derived from climate. 
The 
biggest advantage of un institu­ 
tion is the fact th at 
the patient 
can be educated 
in 
the 
proper 
routine of life leadiug to recov­ 
ery . 


The second reason for treating 
a patient in an institution rather 
than at home is the advantage of 
a change. As pointed out by Dr. 
Jam es Alexander Miller 
in 
his 
complete consideration of the sub­ 
ject in the American Review of 
Tuberculosis, 
healthy 
people, 
when tired, experience a tre m e n ­ 
dous improvement in their gen­ 
eral physical and mental tone by 
a complete 
change 
of 
environ­ 
ment. 
This is all the 
more 
true of 
those with 
tuberculosis. 
People 
who live In apartm ents or te ne­ 
ment houses frequently do better 
merely by transfer to a day camp 
near the seashore or in the coun­ 
try. 
Oxygen and Heat. 
The advantages or open-air life 
and open-air sleeping 
are 
now 
recognized by common experience. 
These increase the general tone of 
the body, quiet the nervous sys­ 
tem and 
favor 
relaxation 
and 
sleep. 
Dr. Miller made a complete s u r ­ 
vey of xarious resorts for the care 
of th e tuberculous in this country, 
as a result of which he has drawn 
up certain definite conclusions rel­ 
ative to tile importance of clim­ 
ate in this disease. 
These 
con­ 
clusions are so significant 
that 
they will be given in lull in a sub 
sequent article.

SCANDIA BUYS 
JEPSEMLOCK 


Will Establish T h i r d 
Large Store Within 
Near Future 


Science Produces Sound 
by Entirely New Means 


Announcement was made yester­ 
day of the purchase of the Jepsen 
block, 1321-23 Ludington street, by 
the Scandia Co-operative associa­ 
tion from the Railway Employes 
Co-operative 
association, 
coinci­ 
dent with plans for the expansion 
of the form er organization by the 
establishm ent of a third store. 
The Scandia Co-operative associ­ 
ation will take possession of the 
well-known three-story building on 
January I, and will immediately 
start work of remodeling the entire 
first floor, which will be devoted 
to a large and varied line of gro­ 
ceries, m eats and fruits. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the extensive altera­ 
tions and the installation of addi­ 
tional fixtures will be completed 
in tim e to open for business on 
February 16. 
Bakery to Move. 
The Federal bakery, which occu­ 
pies the west half section of the 
first floor, will be moved to 803 
Ludington street, since the Scandia 
association will use this space as 
well as the east section, which un­ 
til a month ago was occupied by 
the Railway Co-operative store. 
The Jepsen block was built by 
Louis 
Jepsen 
about 
twenty-five 
years ago, and was acquired by the 
Railway Co-operative in 1920. The 
Railway organization had started a 
grocery and m eat store 
in 
the 
building two years previous. The 
second and third floors of the build­ 
ing are given over to dwelling quar­ 
ters, there being 
nice 
spacious 
apartm ents. 
Scandia Co-op Success. 
The Scandia Co-operative associ­ 
ation is one of the most successful 
organizations of its kind in tlie 
country. 
It was organized in 1910, 
the original stockholders being per­ 
sons of Scandinavian descent, and 
took over the grocery business of 
Carlson & Gunderson at 1210 Lud­ 
ington street. 
Four years later, 
the store at 1325-27 Sheridan road 
was added. 
The volume of the 
business increased each year, and 
finally It was necessary to secure 
larger quarters. 
Negotiations were 
begun about a month ago with the 
board of directors of the Railway 
Co-operative and the deal, whereby 
the Scandia association acquired 
the building and 
store 
fixtures, 
was completed yesterday. The con­ 
sideration was not disclosed. 
Beck Is Manager. 
The new store will be known in 
the future as the main unit of the 
S<andia chain. 
The present Lud­ 
ington street store will adopt the 
“cash and carry” system, while the 
North Escanaba s-tore will be con­ 
ducted along the same lines as 
before. 
The officers of the association 
are: President, Fred M. Swanson; 
vice president, John 8trom ; secre- 
tary-treasurer and manager, F. O. 
*Reek. 
Mr. Beck joined the organi­ 
zation in 1912, 
and 
the 
rapid 
growth of the business to one of 
the leading m ercantile establish­ 
m ents in the city i» due much to 
his efforts.

Some months ago the Nation­ 
a lists 
at Nanking 
coerced 
the 
Standard Oil Company 
of 
New 
York, Asiatic 
Petroleum 
Com­ 
pany of Great Britain and Texas 
Company of America Into paying 
taxes on gasoline and kerosene 
brought into China at rates 
far 
above those allowed by existing 
treaties. 
Such taxes now amount to $1, 
Chinese currency, for 
every 
IO 
gallons as compared with 
the 
treaty rate of a fraction 
of this 
sum. 
The Nationalists 
collect 
the 
levy throughout file territory over 
which they now 
have 
control, 
but as their authority does 
not 
include all China the oil compan­ 
ies are subject also to other a u ­ 
thority. 
The latest agreement between 
the petroleum interests and the 
“authorities” concerns 
two Chi­ 
nese military leaders in the far 
west Szechuan 
province, 
where 
the Nationalist regime has 
not 
penetrated. 
Under this agreement Generals 
Yang Sen and IJu Haiang divide 
the province, each taking all he 
can get in taxes from his half.
